Ardmore, Ok.,

Tribes, spent the last week in Ard­ 
more closing up the business of the 
Chickasaw 
nation. 
All 
told, 
there 
were filed in the Chickasaw nation 
chout 
3,700 
contests. 
These 
were 
m ore important contests than in any 
other of the five nations for the reas­ 
on that contests were not allowed 
to 
lie 
filed 
unless 
the 
contestant 
owned 
the 
improvements 
on 
the 
land in question and the lands of 
this nation 
were more highly 
im­ 
proved than the lands of any other 
nation in the five civilized tribes. And 
these 
contests 
were 
more 
bitterly 
fought for the reason that the agri­ 
cultural lands of the Chickasaw na­ 
tion were the best in the old Indian 
Territory. 
These suits for the i>ossession of 
lands 
have 
held 
the 
attention 
of 
the best legal talent in the country 
for the past five years. In speaking 
o f the closing of the contest cases 
J. A. Coiner, a lawyer and real estate 
man of this city, said today: 
“There will be no further contests 
instituted in the Chickasaw and Choc­ 
taw nations because the treaty with 
these two nations and the United 
States government of Sept. 25, 1902. 
provided that all citizens should have 
the right to file and institute contest 
proceedings during twelve months fol­ 
lowing their approval as citizens of 
said nations. 
'No person has been enrolled since 
March 4, 1907, that being the date 
upon which the rolls finally closed 
by act of congress.

The act of congress of May 
27, 1908, provided that no contests 
should be filed after sixty days from 
the filing by the allottee and as no 
filings have been made by allottees 
-mnce March 4, 1908, there can now 
be no other contest suits filed.

e d bids to the highest bidder. Con­ 
gress at its next session will de­ 
termine the disposition of these lands 
■as well as the segregated coal and 
asphalt lands.”
